Wo rld Ha s Lo ng Ma d e 
Use o f Pewteriva re 
Pewter is th e widest composite metal 
known and h as been m anufactured all 
th rough th e centuries in vary ing de­ 
grees of iron, copper, lend and tin. 
Tradition h as it th at pewter was used 
by th e Hebrews in Biblical day s.

known to h ave been made in large 
quantities by th e líom ans; th e cups 
and plates of th e poorer classes and 
all th e h ouseh old utensils of th e rich 
were wrough t out <>f th at metal. 
In 
England it is first mentioned in th e 
Tenth century , and was probably in­ 
troduced by th e Homans, wh o found 
tlie rough wooden plates and h orn cup 
of th e early Saxons little to th eir taste.

Earlier Than Usual.

Two million trees are 
enroute to 
Ohio landowners from the state for- 
j 
est nurseries this spring-. 
The land- j 
owners, about 300 in number, repre- j 
sent 05 of Ohio’s 8 8 counties. 
Red pine, white pine, Scotch and 
Corsican pine are the ev ergreens or 
conifers 
going out, 
reports 
F. W. 
Dean, ex tension forester of the ag ri-1 
cultural 
college 
ex tension 
serv ice,1 
Ohio State univ ersity , with his head-; 
quarters at the Ohio agricultural ex ­ 
periment station, Wooster. Hardwood 
seedlings in shipment include red oak 
tulip poplar, sugar maple, white ash, j 
black locust, 
white elm 
and 
black, 
walnut. 
The only trees left for distribution 
this y ear are red oak, red pine, white 
pine and Scotch pine, two-y ear seed- ^ 
lings. 
Trees are sent out for timber pur - 1 
poses only , Mr. Dean ex plains. 
As a 
rule they are planted six feet apart, 
or about 1200 
trees 
to the 
acre.; 
Charges on trees from the state for 
- 1 
est nurseries are for packing and de­ 
liv ery 
to 
railroad 
station. 
T h is, 
amounts to $1.5 0 to $2.5 0 a thousand. | 
Ex press or freight charges are also 
paid by 
the landowner. 
Total 
cost j 
for trees deliv ered on the ground does j 
not ex ceed $3.5 0 a thousand. 
Because of an early spring forest \ 
planting is about two weeks ahead of 
most y ears, 
the 
ex tension 
forester 
say s.. 
Farm owners and other landowners 
in southern Ohio are planting trees 
now. 
Planting will start in north­ 
ern Ohio nex t week, it is ex pected. 
It usually takes two men a day to. 
plant an acre of trees, Mr. Dean has 
found. 
That means about 000 trees 
per man per day . 
That figure v aries, 
depending upon the site and the condi­ 
tion of the soil. 
Trees can be plant- j 
ed at a cost of from $0 to $10 an acre 
not including cost of deliv ery . 
The best way 
to plant 
ev ergreen 
seedlings, in Mr. Dean’s opinion, 
is 
with the m a tto c k or grub hoe, if the 
planting site is cov ered with sod, and 
is hilly or stony . 
A spade will work 
all right on cultiv ated soils or light 
-sods. 
Planters using the spade usually re­ 
sort to the “ cleft” or “ slit” method of 
putting the trees in. 
Hardwood seed­ 
lings with long taproots are planted 
more easily this way than with tin 
mattock and “ hole” method. 
“ The most important thing,” 
Mr. 
Dean suggests, “ is to get the soil firm 
around the roots. 
Two or three solid 
driv es with"the heel of the foot will 
usually tamp the roots 
of the 
tree 
solidly in the ground. If the tree can 
easily be -pulled out after planting, it i 
will not grow. More failures are due 
to this one fault than to any other 
operation in the planting of forest 
tree seedlings. 
When trees are planted firmly , 8 0 
to 8 5 per cent of the stand will sur- 
I v iv e the first y ear. Foresters consider

satisfactory 
stand the 
first 
1 y ear.”

Pew ter is the nudest composite metal 
known and has been manufactured all 
through the centuries in varying de­ 
grees of iron, copper, lead and tin. 
Tradition has ii that pewter was used 
by tin* Hebrews in Biblical days. 
It Is 
known to 
h a v e been made In large 
quantities by tile Rom ans; tile cups 
and plates of the poorer classes and 
all the household utensils of the rich 
were wrought out of that metal. 
In 
England it is first mentioned in the 
Tenth century, and was probably In­ 
troduced by the Romans, who found 
the rough wooden plates and horn cup 
of the early Saxons little to their taste. 
Ta the Fourteenth century domestic 
pewter was used at the royal table 
and by the rich nobility of England. A 
century later tile Pewters* company 
was started in London and pew terware 
passed into general use for kitchen 
and table utensils.—M anchester Guar­ 
dian.

in her trade In the down of tilt eider 
ducks, whic h was prized all over the 
world for making p i l l o w s and quilts. 
As always in such eases, however, the 
pot-hunters overworked the Industry 
and the result is that now there is no 
great amount of money In it.

severe laws protect these birds, an I 
the taking of the down from tile nests 
is carefully regulated. 
Sea 
birds of various kinds make 
their nests In the cliffs and the hunt­ 
ing of these birds is a regular but per­ 
ilous activity. 
They ar*1 caught with 
nets on the end of long poles, and also 
I by t r a y s made with horcshalr snares 
and having a live bird as a decoy t i e d 
to them. 
In some cases men are let 
down with ropes from cliffs hundreds 
i of feet so as to gather e g g s In other­ 
wise Inaccessible places. 
These wild birds, such as puffins, 
auks, guillemots and terns, collect In 
such vast multitudes at lo ire of these 
rookeries that they will sit perched 
so close together, as to form a solid 
mass. This helps them to keep wurm. 
The noise made by their .strident cries 
Is overpowering, and when they are 
I scared up and all lake wing the rush 
I of air Is like a tempest.— Pathfinder 
Magazine.
